L was taken prisoner on Loth Februar, 1922 at Singevore: rience 
I was transported together witha party of Senior Officers to Ichi - 
where I remeined from 31 August, 1942 until October, 1944. In October, 
1944 I was one of a party of Najor Generals and Brigadiers who vere flom 
from HAITO, FORMOSA to KIYUSHU in Southern Janen and taken then by rail 
to BEPPO where we were joined by a nariy of more Senior Officers, [ta 
llth October, 1944 we arrived at FUSA‘, KOREA, On the following dey we 
Taian by rail to CHMIG-CHIA-TUII, some 180 miles 1,17, of MUKEN, 


Re At CHANG-CHTA~TUN we again had to sign an witerta'cing rv: to 
escape, and the accommodation was in filthy barreciss, Ten 3rigediers were 
allotted to each room with a foot betiveen beds. Most of the rooms had no - 
+ ghelves end very little furriture, On the 14th lovember re were joined 
by full Colonels vho had left SHTRUUUT, FORNCSA on the 9th October, This 
caused very bad over-cvroiding- Quostions of accommodation, filsh, con- ' 
gestion and sanitation ve77 rovestedly dramn to the attontiss ci tle Chior 
Camp Commiunsent Col. MITSUDA, On the lst Deceaher the sonlor orfi:ers lsh 
for an winem “ostination and ve spent the rinter at CHANG-CHLi-TUN. —In 
April 1°45 qacssion of vork aroso once more “ith the usual refusal and re- 
porcussions “hich led to a change of Carm Commandant, Horover re vere 
ordored to move to MUKDEIN which avoided a crisis. 


3. We left CHANG~CUIA-TMl on 20th May, 1945 and travelled in to third- 
class coaches te MUDFII, a journoy of 120 miles which took 25 hours and 
during which moxy cficers vero compelled to stand. it IMUKDEH re joined 
up ith about 12C. British and Amorican Officers and 0.Rs, Somo of the 
junior officers had beon with us in SIHIRUKAT ané had had a Greadful 
journey from there, particularly at sea, 
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4, At HUNDEN we received the usual disciplinary treat- 
ment, that is, ve vere forced to salute all the guards an 
subjectcad to samy degrnding restrictions. Accomncdaticn 
was very poor fn dcubl.e Cecl:ed hound benches. Food “as 
poor and offteers lost ruch weight rapidly. I perscanlly 
icst 14 lbs. in tic nexths. 
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5. By the tine of the surrender we rerc very vreak and 
neny of the officers were in © very poor state of henlth. 
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6. The restrictions and discipline referred to above 
in generel ter::s were sinilar to these experienced at the 
KAREWO AYD SHTRAKAVA Cenps in FORMOSA es vere 2lso the 
lack of adequate hespitnl accomedation and facilitics, 
though hospital trent:icnt had improved and less benting of 
officers, and I refer to my affidavits svorn this day in 
“hich these conditions sre cre fully described. [After cur 
release “e tock over the Japanese office in the esnp and 
messes of letters, prcbnbly over 20,000 rere found end 
issued.

Reported 
to have been in the Japanese J.A.G.'s department, 
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Camp Coiscandant THASG-JHIA-TUN - Lt. MATSUMITYA,. 
This cfficer was innocucus. He wes followed by 


Lt. IKEDA ‘who was for less pleasant but fortun- 
ately did not have sufficient tie to settle

Camp Cormandant, -U.DEN, Lt. FUKAZAA. This 
officer was responsible for :wch cf the general 
ill-treatzent of our cfficers.
